The references crossed out on the Information Disclosure Statement filed February 1, 2008 are 
duplicate entries. Each of U.S. Patent Nos. 5,455,170 and 5,445,940 cited in the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed July 22, 2005 are crossed out because the issue dates are incorrectly listed. These two 
U.S. Patents are listed on form PTO-892. 

The drawings are objected to for the following reasons. 

(a) The letters in Figure 2 are not explained in the specification. 

(b) Figure 7C appears on two separate sheets, the second of which is not 
labeled as Figure 7C. 

(c) Figures 9 A-D are not separately discussed in the Brief Description of the 
Drawings. 

(d) The parts of Figure 11 should be labeled as A-D.

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Moore et al (U.S. 
Patent Application Publication 2001/0021700). Moore et al teaches the diagnosis and treatment of 
immune system disorders by monitoring the expression of a gene involved in hematopoiesis (e.g., see 
paragraph 0198). Thus, the method of Moore et al anticipates claim 1. 

Claims 92-98 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
